ABOUT THE CONDUCTORS 


Mr. Stanley Chapple of the University of Washington in 
Seattle conducted major British orchestras from 1927 to 
1937. He guest conducted major European orchestras from 
1929 to 1939. From 1940 to 1947 he was associated with 
Serge Koussevitsky at the Berkshire Music Center. Since 
1947 he has been guest conductor of major orchestras in 
the United States and Canada. Among other professional 
musical organizations with which Dr. Chapple has been 
associated as conductor or director are the C.B.S. Sym- 
phony; the St. Louis Philharmonic Orchestra, Civic 
Chorus, and Grand Opera Company; the St. Louis Little 
Symphony; and the Seattle Symphony Orchestra. He has 
been conductor of the Seattle Symphony Children’s Con- 
certs since 1948 and is the founder and conductor of the 
Festival Opera Company in Seattle. 


Mr. Richard Dirksen, organist, choirmaster, and com- 
poser, graduated from Peabody Conservatory in 1942. 
The same year he was appointed assistant organist and 
choirmaster for the Washington Cathedral where his 
principal responsibility is the selection and training of 
the boys of the Washington Cathedral Choir of Men and 
Boys. In addition to these responsibilities Mr. Dirksen 
is the assistant conductor and accompanist for the Wash- 
ington and Cathedral Choral Societies and also directs 
the glee clubs of the St. Albans School for Boys and the 
National Cathedral School for Girls. Over the past twenty 
years he has appeared in recital and on recordings as 
organist, pianist, and harpsichordist. Mr. Dirksen, a 
successful composer of anthems, musical shows and 
pageants, is the music director for the Arena Stage per- 
formance this season of the Threepenny Opera. 


Mr. Elwood Keister, violinist and tenor soloist, 
received the Master of Arts degree from the Eastman 
School of Music and his Doctorate from Columbia Uni- 
versity. He is a former member of the famed Robert Shaw 
Chorale. Before coming to the University of Florida, Dr. 
Keister taught voice and choral music in Iowa and North 
Carolina on the state college level. Because of his 
success as a teacher of voice and conductor of choral 


singing, he has been guest conductor for festivals and 
vocal clinics in several midwestern and southern states. 
Dr. Keister is immediate past president and now vice 
president of the American Choral Directors’ Association, 
an affiliate of the Music Educators National Conference. 
He directs the University Choir and the Choral Union at 
the University of Florida in Gainesville. 


Mr. Paul Bryan, conductor and arranger, is Associate 
Professor of Music and Director of Bands at Duke Uni- 
versity. He attended the University of Michigan from 
which he earned the BM, MM, and PhD degrees. He has 
taught at the University of Michigan, at the Brevard Music 
Center in North Carolina, and at Madison College in 
Virginia. Other professional experiences include con- 
ducting the Durham Civic Choral Society since 1957, 
conducting and arranging for the Durham Star Playhouse 
during the summer of 1959, and participating in the 
American Symphony Orchestra League Symposium during 
the summer of 1960. He has served as clinician, judge, 
and guest conductor throughout the southeastern and 
Middle Atlantic states. This is Dr. Bryan’s second visit 
to Arlington in the role of guest Festival conductor.
